Despise Not the Lilttle Things. 


It is the little things that count much 


oftener tlian we are apt to suppose. 
Agencies apparently so trivial as to be 
almost beneath notice have changed, 
and are changing, the fiice of the 
earth. . So comparatively insignificant 
a form of vegetation as moss, for in- 
stance, may not only affect the aspect 
of a landscape, but may, in the course 
of time, powerfully assist-in giving a 
new character to a continent. One of 
the most surprising results of recent 
scientific investigation in Greenland is 
the indication of the wonderful work 
mosses nrc performing there. Where 
glaciers have ceased to advance, or 
huve become "dead." various species of 
mpsses have found a foothold on them, 
and gradually overspread them with u 
inautle of green. The amount of veg- 
etable matter slowly- deposited by 
these CJreeuliuul mosses is so consider- 
able, says the Youth's Companion, that 
it has been suggested that this deposit 
will be of great importance in the fu- 
ture history of that strange laud. It 
is known tluit lu a past geological age 
Greenland was not the dreary, ice- 
sheeted c ontiuunt that is to-day, but 
a beautiful lund, almost tropical in ap- 
pearance in some respects. And if, in 
the future, geological or astronomical 
causes should bring ubout u return to 
the former conditions, when Green- 
land .was really "green," the rich 
stores of vegetable material now ac- 
cumulating there through the growth 
of mosses amid the ice will give wealth 
to thu soil of the regenerated conti- 
nent. 
\Vh:it can be. more interesting 


to a thoughtful mind than such evi- 
dences of foresight by which, from 
age to age, are provided the means 
and agencies .that revolutionize the 
earth? 


IF the information vouchsafed by 


the Philadelphia Press is correct Dr. 
Talmage, the New York divine, is in 
no danger of starving, for his earning 
capacity is larger than that of any 
other American clergyman. At one 
time his income, including his salary 
of ?12.000, was iu the neighborhood of

Seventy-Six Years of local Journal- 


ism. 


Historical Sketch of Newspapers Pub- 


lished in Portsmouth From 1818 to 


the Present Time. 


The birth of the DAILY TIMES makes 


this a proper occasion to indulge in a 
historical sketch of 
journalism in 


Portsmouth, reaching back to the early 
years of the century. 
From an article 


published in 1850, aud from files of old 
papers and documents we are able to 
glean many facts concerning 
local 


newspaper publications that will prove 
of;interest to our readers. 


There have 
been many ups and 


downs in the newspaper field since the 
tirst publication—many ventures that 
came to naughU^JiVeekHes have been 
started, have nourished and passed 
away, leaving little but their names 
and debts behind them. 
Dailies have 


bloomed and nourished and faded away 
—and the years seem strewn with the 
wrecks of printing offices that brought 


. neither fame nor fortune to their own- 


ers. 


It is interesting to state that the first 


newspaper ever published irj this city ~ 
t.hen village—was known as the Ports- 
mouth Times, and was" issued on the 
first of August, 1818, by Jeremiah Ab- 
bott and a Mr. Chancy. - In the pros- 
pectus the editors announced their pol- 
icy and informed their readers that 
"they are friends to Republican insti- 
tutions and the general government as 
then administered, and will give their 
support to the administration (Slt>a- 
roe's) as long as it adheres to the poli- 
cy it now pursues." In this paper will 
be found advertisements that revives 
names that will be readily recalled oy 
an older citizen. There is the "Ohio 
Hotel," kept by Henry Case; new goods 
by Joseph Waddle; sheriff sales by N. 
Wheeler; drugs and medicines by Dr. 
Giles, S. K Hemp-stead, Thomas Wal- 
ler, president of the Commercial bank 
:of Scioto; Henry Brush was a. candi- 
date for congress. 
We 'leariijthat lla- 


, ve.rhill, in this county, was laid out 


December 12, ISIS, by Asa Boynton. 


On the 17th of March following, 1S19 


—after seven months* existence—the 
Times was discontinued for want of 
patronage, thf, editors stating, howev- 
er, that they did not attribute their 
failure to a want of liberality on the 
part,of their fellow citizens, but to 
"the miserable state of our currency 
and a lack of sufficient number of mail 
routes in this region." One year after- 
ward—March 4, 1820—Mr. C. Hopkins 
issued the first number of the Scioto 
Telegraph, and in October of that year 
the Telegraph was enlarged and issued 
simultaneously in Portsmouth and llur- 
lington (then the county seat of Law- 
rence county) and the words, "and 
Lawrence County Gazette," were added 
to its name. 


On the 30th of July, 1825, James and 


John Carnahan began the publication 
of the Portsmouth Gazette, the office 
being on the corner of Market and 
Front streets, the present site of the 
llifi-gs House. The paper announces 
itself in favor of the "American policy 
and Henry Clay, the Hercules of Amer- 
ica." 
March 4, 18'J5, Ebcnezer Cor win 


took charge of the Portsmouth Gazette 
and Lawrence Advertiser, and in con- 
nectiou with James Carnahan conduct- 
ed it until February 24, 1840. 


The first number of The' Western 


Times was published on the 28th of 
April, 1828, by E. Corwin &. Co. It was 
a small 0-coluinn paper, and its sub- 
scription price was announced to be "S3 
per annum, in advance, $2.50 within 
the year, and §3 at the expiration of 
the year." The office was located "a 
few doors east of market space—Main 
street"— now known as Second street 
In May, 1827, Corwin disposed of his 
interest and tho publication, of the

CameJen published it; in 1834, E. Glover 
and Wm. P. Camdcn. 
In 1835 it passed 


into the hands of O. Hamilton and A. 
P. Gamdei) arid in 1839 O. Hamilton 
and Silman Clark became the pub- 
lishers and changed the name to tlie 


.. Portsmouth Tribune. 
The paper was 


published under this name until 1848, 
when"!?:-wa_s united with the Clipper 
and culled the '-Tribune na<] ,Clipper." 
In the meantime, Mr. Clark had pub- 
lish erf _thc Tribune for a time in his 
own name and W. A. Hutch ins had 
awed as editor for a short time. Cap- 
tain Ed. Hamilton went to the Mexican 
war in command of a company and 
was "afterward appointed secretary of 
the,terr;tory of Oregon where he still 
resided two years ugo. 


In 1S40 William O. Caraden began the 


publication of the Scioto Valley Post, 
the lirst .Democratic' paper published in 
Scioto County, aside from campaign 
issues. It appeared under his control 
until March,' 18-1.T-, when it was sold to 
Anthony Uroiiillard, who continued 


'-«i.thu panel- under the name of tho "Ports- 


mouth Clipper." On the 26th of August, 
1845, Stephen O. Dr;ike purchased a one- 
half interest in the Clipper, and in 
March, 1840, purchased.Mr. Drouillnrd's 
interest and published .the paper in Ins 
own' name until March, 1868.

7th of that month Clark and Drake
